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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to the 35 
USC132 (a) rejection of claim 10 set forth in the previous office action are not sufficient to overcome the rejection. Applicant specifically 
points to the last paragraph on page 3 and 13 and figure 7 to provide support for the 07/22/2008 amendment to claim 10. However the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees, the last paragraph on page 3 states "steps of determining what attendees will attend each of a plurality of 
meetings, determining what linkages each of the attendees is connected to the network with, determining whether any of the linkages are 
shared linkages that are shared by attendees of different of the plurality of meetings that are occurring at least partially concurrently" and 
the last paragraph of page 1 3 states "determining whether the linkage is shared by any attendees of other meetings that are occurring 
concurrently with the meeting of interest." One of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would not take the sited 
passages as to limiting the attendance of and an attendee to only one or the other of the first or second virtual meeting, since a virtual 
meeting is not like a physical real life meeting i.e. a person cannot physically be present in to different meeting locations at the same time 
(concurrently occurring meetings). Likewise figure 7 fails to illustrate a limitation on an attendee to just one virtual meeting at any given 
time. 

Additionally, it is noted that Applicant's amendments and arguments with respect to the claims 1, 4, 6, 7, 36 and 37 overcome the 35 USC 
112 and 35 USC 132(a) rejections set forth in the previous final office action. 
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
